in  France  over  a  year  and  was  at  the  front  for 
three  months  continuously.  The  regiment  of  ar¬ 
tillery  of  which  I  was  chaplain  at  that  time  served 
with  six  different  army  divisions  on  different  parts 
of  the  front,  so  that  I  was  enabled  to  get  a  fairly 
comprehensive  view  of  the  work  done  at  the  front 
by  the  welfare  organizations.  And  as  a  result  of 
my  /ir§t  hand  observations  of  the  work  of  the  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  I  unhesitatingly  affirm  that  none  of  the 
above  facts,  if  they  be  facts,  are  in  the  least  de¬ 
gree  representative. 

Take  fact  number  one: 

"That  five  dollar  clgarett  story.”  Any  soldier 
who  has  really  been  at  the  front  and  knew  condi¬ 
tions  as  they  were  would  brand  that  story  false 
on  its  very  face.  Anywhere  a  ”Y”  man  could  get 
with  clgarett.  for  sale  at  the  front,  the  supply 
train  would  also  have  food  for  men.  But  1st  m 
grant  that  this  second  hand  story  is  true  and 
that  the  soldier  in  question  actually  paid  five  dol¬ 
lars — twenty-eight  francs  and  twenty-five  centimes 
in  French  money— for  one  package  of  cigarettes. 
Every  fair  and  honest  soldier  In  the  A.  E.  F.  will 
tell  you  that  was  an  unusual  and  unheard  of 
experience.  The  “Y"  sold  millions  of  packages  of 
cigarettes  at  the  customary  prices,  and  the  above 
incident  was  a  remarkable  exception  and  not  the 
rule. 

Let  us  look  at  fact  number  two.  The  quotation 
that  refers  to  ”Y"  men  as  “Ditch  Dodgers.”  I 
resent  very  strongly  this  aspersion  and  reflection 
upon  the  courage  of  the  scores  of  “Y”  men  who 
:T!CLE  ON  THE  Y.  M.  C.  A.  endured  the  hardships  and  dangers  of  the  com¬ 
mon  soldier  at  the  front  I  personally  saw  the 
graves  of  two  of  them  who  were  killed  in  action, 
and  the  army  records  show  Borne  twenty-four 
others  who  suffered  the  same  sad  fate  in  addition 
to  several  score  who  were  wounded  in  action.  Of 
all  men  the  writer  of  the  above  article,  who  spent 
the  months  of  this  entire  war  in  the  safe  seclusion 
of  the  hills  of  Mississippi  is  the  last  man  to  make 
any  Insinuation  or  cast  any  reflections  on  the 
many  noble  courageous  men  who  came  as  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  workers,  at  a  great  sacrifice,  to  contribute  to 
the  morals  and  physical  well  being  of  the  soldiers. 

Take  fact  number  three.  The  high-toned  Chris¬ 
tian  young  man  who  did  not  hear  a  sermon  in  a 
"Y”  tent  in  France.  Does  the  writer  mean  to  Im¬ 
ply  that  the  ”T”  workers  exerted  no  religious  In¬ 


fluence,  and  that  the  “Y”  tents  were  never  used 
for  religious  purposes?  In  the  same  issue  of  the 
Record  In  which  his  article  appears  there  is  a 
statement  accredited  to  Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd,  an  ex- 
overseas  "Y”  secretary  in  which  he  says  that  he 
has  the  names  of  over  three  hundred  men  who 
took  a  definite  stand  for  Christ  Dr.  Truett,  Dr. 
H.  A.  Porter  and  many  others  have  stated  the 
same  thing,  growing  out  of  their  experience  as 
overseas  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secretaries. 

I  have  been  for  some  Arne  Senior  Chaplain  of 
the  78th  Division.  One  of  my  duties  has  been 
to  see  that  all  of  the  thirty  thousand  men  in  my 
division  were  given  an  opportunity  each  Sunday 
to  give  expression  to  their  religious  life.  The 
religious  department  of  the  ”Y"  has  co-operated 
with  me  in  every  way,  and  I  personally  know  that 
at  least  one  religious  service  (very  often  two)  has 
been  held  in  every  hut  or  tent  in  the  division  each 
Sunday.  So  that  I  do  not  believe  the  statement 
of  that  returned  soldier  is  representative  of  the 
religious  work  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

As  to  the  fourth  story  about  the  twenty-five  cent 
chocolate,  it  like  the  rest.  Is  a  distortion  of  facts. 
When  the  “Y”  sold  chocolate,  and  more  often  it 
was  given  away,  the  price  was  twenty-five  cen¬ 
times  a  cup — equivalent  to  about  four  cents  Amer¬ 
ican  money.  But  this  article  grows  too  long.  As 
I  stated  in  the  beginning  there  Is  much  criticism 
that  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  deserves.  But  I  do  not  be¬ 
lieve  that  it  Is  fair  or  }ust  to  an  institution  that 
In  spite  of  many  failures  and  mistakes  has  ren¬ 
dered  a  great  service  to  the  army  to  make  the 
wholesale  and  broadcast  charge  that  it  is  “an  in¬ 
glorious  failure"  and  that  It  “has  brought  Ignom- 
Inous  reproach  upon  the  cause  of  our  Lord  and 
Savior.”  Especially  when  such  conclusion  is 
drawn  from  the  kind  of  facts  that  Bro.  Muse  of¬ 
fers.  Let  us  be  at  least  fair,  even  in  our  criti¬ 
cism  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.

CAN  THE  NEW  THEOLOGY  SAVE 


(Continued  from  last  week.) 

I  confess  that  1  cannot  report  favorably  re¬ 
garding  many  of  our  Northern  schools.  While 
many  noble  men  are  to  be  found  in  our  Northern 
institutions,  yet  the  destructive  criticism  of  the 
Bible  has  made  its  mark  on  most  of  them,  though 
yet  fully  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  theo¬ 
logical  faculties  in  our  Northern  Institutions  are 
true  to  orthodox  Christianity — loyal  to  the  Bible. 

1  was  so  deeply  stirred  by  this  experience  that 
I  decided  to  prepare  a  new  book  In  which  I  gave 
the  results  of  this  correspondence,  regarding  all 
those  burning  questions.  This  book,  called 
"The  Crisis  In  Church  and  College,"  is  now  com¬ 
ing  from  the  press,  every  page  of  which  is  alive 
with  interest.  In  this  volume  I  have  given  In 
full  some  of  these  remarkable  letters  and  de¬ 
voted  four  chapters  to  the  remedy  in  our  modern 
education.  One  of  the  chapters  is  made  up  of 
excerpts  from  the  most  radical  books  used  today 
in  our  institutions,  giving  the  titles  of  these 
books,  the  names  of  the  authors,  and  the  pages 
from  which  the  excerpts  have  been  taken.  Dr. 
W.  H.  Griffith  Thomas,  who  read  and  criticised 
the  manuscript,  stated  that  this  was  one  of  the 
most  valuable  chapters,  for  now  the  Christian 
people  would  knoif  Just  what  is  being  taught  In 
many  of  our  institutions  today. 

This  correspondence,  while  It  cannot  present  s 
perfect  diagnosis,  yet  It  tells  Its  own  story.  No 
encouraging  note  came  out  of  New  England,  ex¬ 
cept  from  our  Baptist  School  in  New  London. 
New  Hampshire.  A  circle  could  be  drawn  around 
New  England  and  across  it  the  words  written, 
“(•ermam  Cultur."  It  was  also  noticed  that  all 
communications  signed  by  persons  bearing  Teu¬ 
tonic  names  consisted  of  a  pronounced  denial  of 
the  Bible  as  final  authority  on  any  question.

peace,  hope,  and  love  for  that  church  has  passed. 
The  prayer  meeting  will  soon  disappear  also,  and 
conversions  will  cease. 

2nd.  It  means  the  death  of  distinctive  evan¬ 
gelical  doctrine  and  practice.  We  have  a  striking 
Illustration  of  thla  In  some  of  our  churches  today. 
It  means  death  to  evangelism,  to  evangelical 
Christianity  and  to  the  local  churches  when  It 
becomes  entrenched  In  the  pulpits. 

3rd  The  movement  of  the  New  Theology  or 
Modernism  would  wipe  out  all  distinctions  be¬ 
tween  the  churches  and  force  them  together 
from  the  top,  as  It  were,  by  Church  Federation, 
and  thus  do  a  great  Injustice  to  the  rank  and 
file,  or  to  the  right  of  the  Christian  people  to 
religious  liberty,  by  this  sort  of  abortive  Church 
Union. 

We  believe  In  Christian  unity  on  the  basis  of 
Christian  truth.  There  Is  a  well-known  financial 
party  In  New  York  that  Is  .putting  all  their 
power  back  of  this  movement.  Those  most  can- 
spicuous  are  pronounced  gdvdcates  of  the  New 
Theology.  They  have  their  agents,  their  repre¬ 
sentatives  everywhere  In  America.  Just  what  Is 
the  motive  on  the  part  of  those  we  may  imagine. 

It  cannot  be  to  glorfy  Ood  and  bless  men,  for 
they  do  not  advocate  Church  Union  on  the  basis 
of  one  fundamental  Christian  truth.  It  Is  be¬ 
lieved  by  many  that  the  motive  Is  political,  that 
they  are  planning  to  have  created  a  great  Pro¬ 
testant  Church  Trust  whose,  pulpit  this  mighty 
power  could  control  through  their  numerous 
agents  and  friends.  Thus  they  would  be  assured 
that  the  76,000,000  Protestants  In  America  are 
through  the  pulpits  of  the  great  Church  Trust 
taught  to  protect  capitalism  or  the  present  social 
order,  and  thus  make  It  possible  for  these  men 
and  their  children's  children  to  continue  to  be 
the  financial  masters  of  the  world.  If  this  Is  the 
motive  It  must  fail,  for  no  religious  trust  can 
permanently  control  the  thinking  of  a  great 
nation. 

Another  method  to  further  this  scheme  Is  to 
control  as  tar  as  possible  all  the  higher  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  nation.  Talk  about  trusts  In  oil. 
steel,  coal,  Hopper;  but  here  Is  the  most  gigantic 
of  all  trusts — an  effort  to  control  the  higher  edu¬ 
cation  of  110,000,000  people.  Moneys  are  given 
to  this  school  and  that.  North,  East,  West  and 
South.  And  wherever  money  Is  given.  theVe  this 
trust  has  established  Its  Influence.  In  devious 
ways,  unknown  to  us,  teachers  of  Modernism 
will  be  procured  and  text-books  written  by  the 
Modernists  will  be  studied.  We  can  guess  the 
result. 

Those  earnest,  noble,  well-meaning  people  In 
America  who  go  to  that  financial  source  for 
funds  for  their  Institutions  think  they  are  doing 
a  good  service,  but  I  want  to  tell  them  that  they 
_»re  helping  to  forge  the  chains  that  some  day 
will  make  us  a  nation  of  religious  slaves — slaves 
to  a  system  of  respectable  Infidelity.  These 
friends  are  unwittingly  assisting  in  a  gigantic 
conspiracy  to  steal  the  Baptist  and  other  bodies 


and  give  them  to  the  advocates  of  "German 
Culture.” 

The  Baptists  of  this  Southland  are  the  great 
stronghold  which  they  are  now  laying  thetr  plans 
to  capture.  Already  they  got  some  of  you  to  go 
on  committees  to  consider  the  question  of  a 
world  wide  Church  Federation.  Their  object  la 
to  ultimately  moraHy  force  you  Into  the  trap  by 
an  Indirect  method,  a  sort  of  world-pressure,  as 
It  were.  Are  you  going  to  permit  yourselves  to 
be  fooled  by  this  conspiracy,  created  In  hell 
against  the  soul-winning  forces  of  the  Church  of 
Christ?  You  are  a  serious  obstacle  to  their  In¬ 
trigues.  You  believe  In  the  blood  of  Christ  and 
In  the  inspiration  of  the  Bible;  you  believe  In 
real  democracy ;  J>ut  this  Is  a  religious  autocracy. 
Some  method  must  be  found  to  force  you  in.  You 
must  be  liberalised,  broadened  so  you  can  hold 
sweet  Christian  fellowship  with  Unitarians  and 
all  other  advocates  of  German  theology. 

Finally:  When  they  will  have  gotten  all  the 
denominations  federated,  then  the  next  and  final 
step  will  be  to  effect  an  organic  union.  This 
combination  of  rich  men  who  control  $22,600,- 
000,000,  or  a  sum  as  great  as  all  the  assessed 
property  west  of  the  Missouri,  will,  with  the 
Federation,  have  the  tburchee  under  their  partial 
control,  but  with  organic  church  union  they  will 
have  the  churches  beneath  their  feet  They  will 
be  the  religious  masters  of  Protestantism.  They 
will  control  our  schools,  they  will  decide  the 
character  of  the  instruction  given  In  our  schools, 
and  then  the  good  Old  Theology  of  Calvary  and 
the  Open  Grave  will  exist  only  In  religious  his¬ 
tory.  This  .then,  Is  the  program.  Do  we  want  it? 

This  Is  the  great  crisis  that  we,  as  Christians, 
are  facing  today  In  America.  And  hear  me!  We 
can  no  longer  evade  It  or  compromise  with  it! 
We  must  meet  this  subtle  menace  In  the  open, 
squarely,  like  brave  Christian  men,  and  we 
must  call  a  halt  on  the  part  of  those  who  have 
been  ensnared.  We  must  refuse  their  funds, 
their  money  Is  a  curse,  It  is  alive  with  the  fires 
of  hell.  We  must  wash  our  hands  of  It.  We 
must  depend  upon  our  farmers  and  our  mechan¬ 
ics,  our  merchants  and  manufacturers,  our  ser¬ 
vants.  and  our  noble  women  to  rise  to  the  chal¬ 
lenge  and  supply  the  needed  funds  to  carry  on 
our  great  work.  Men  and  women  of  God,  we 
cannot,  we  must  not,  dodge  this  burning  Issue. 
God  Is  calling  us  to  action.  The  battle  la  on! 
This  New  Theology  evil,  which  Is  allied  with  a 
gigantic  financial  and  educational  power,  must 
be  met  and  defeated.  If  they  have  gotten  control 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  some  of  our  educational 
Institutions,  and  the  Church  Federation  of  the 
North,  then  we,  as  Baptists  who  purpose  remain¬ 
ing  true,  should  make  It  known  that  It  is  our 
firm  resolve  to  remain  forever  free!

FROM  THE  BAPTIST  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL 


The  staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  who  serve 
in  the  wards  of  our  hospital,  come  from  the 
faculty  of  the  Medical  college  of  the  University 
of  Tennessee,  which  is  next  door  to  us.  The  In¬ 
ternes  of  last  year  were  from  their  senior  class. 
These  are  usually  graduated,  but  last  year  all 
graduates  went  to  the  army,  so  that  Internee  had 
to  be  taken  from  the  senior  class. 

At  the  graduating  exercises  of  the  college  on 
the  fth  of  June  It  developed  that  the  young  men 
who  served  in  the  Baptist  Memorial  had  carried 
off  more  than  their  share  of  the  honors.  *We 
had  two  out  of  the  five  certificates  of  Honor, 
which  means  over  90  on  all  studies,  and  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  medal  for  the  best  all  round  student.  Dr. 
C.  E.  James  who  won  the  medal  In  addition  to 
the  honor  certificate  and  Dr.  H.  M.  Parcell  a 
certificate.  Both  of  these  are*  Union  University 
men.  the  former  a  graduate  and  the  latter  a 
student  for  sometime.

(Editorial  In  N.  O.  Timas- Picayune  ) 

The  trouble  with  "questionable  daactag"  to

quite  unquestionably  bad!  la  the  great  up  and 
down  of  the  dance,  from  the  very  beginning  of 
history,  each  periodic  dip  has  reached  some  re 
voltlng  level  of  vulgarity  that  has  forced  a  revul¬ 
sion  of  feeling  and — blue  laws' 

8o  now,  at  the  very  outset  of  our  comments, 
let  us  warn  those  who  may  seek  to  excuse  the 
present-day  spasm  of  dance  depravity  that  unless 
there  Is  a  quick  and  well  orderd  betterment  of 
conditions.  Inaugurated  from  within  the  ranks, 
there  is  sure  to  be  coming  from  the  outside  the 
dancing  fold,  that,  for  a  generation  at  least,  will 
place  an  undlscrlmlnatlng  ban  upon  all  su<  b  so¬ 
cial  enjoyments. 

Such  convulsions  as  that  recorded  on  the  seetol 
seismograph  In  Baton  Rogue  are,  we  regret  to 
ray,  not  unique  but  typical,  not  accidental  but 
the  logical  and  unavoidable  ultimate  of  dance 
conditions  that  have  been  developing  la  thla  and 
other  states  for  months  and  even  years.

A  prominent  Methodist 
minister  now  In  Jackson  Is  said  to  have  sprink¬ 
led  a  babdy  36  hours  after  It  died.  To  a  Bap¬ 
tist  this  was  a  horrible  sacrilege.  No  Baptist 
preacher  In  this  country  that  we  have  ever  beard 
of  attributes  one  ounce  of  saving  \alue  to  either 
ordinance.  And  no  statement  of  our  faith  adopted 
by  any  Baptist  body  ever  intimated  that  It  had 
any  such  value  or  effect.  We  protest  that  Mr. 
Shakespeare  entirely  misrepresents  Baptists  and 
has  departed  'from  the  faith  If  he  ever  had  it  or 
was  In  It. 

We  are  not  surprised  to  hear  of  his  willing¬ 
ness  to  accept  Episcopal  ordination  by  the 
Church  of  England.  That  is  where  he  belongs 
and  he  should  find  his  place ‘among  them  as 
soon  as  possible.  If  there  were  any  such  thing  as 
organic  union,  and  there  is  not  outside  of  Korn- 
anism,  surely.  Baptists  could  not  unite  with  peo¬ 
ple  who  believe  In  sacramental  salvation.  We  do 
not  believe  in  any  effort  to  co-operate  with  peo¬ 
ple  who  depart  from  the  truth  on  the  primary 
point  of  how  to  be  saved.

Recently  In  these  columns  something'  was  said 
about  religion  and  the  five  sense.  It  was  not 
meant  by  anything  that  was  said  to  discount  the 
value  of  these  sense  In  the  service  of  religion  or 
In  acquisition  of  knowledge.  The  literal  use  or 
some  of  them  la  necessary  and  the  figurative  use 
of  all  are  mentioned  In  the  Bible  as  Important  In 
the  receiving  or  making  known  of  the  truth. 

First  of  them  all  In  time  and  second  to  none 
In  Importance  la  the  faculty  of  hearing  as  a 
means  of  grace  and  ol  salvation.  Students  of 
pedagogy  today  are  saying  much  that  magni¬ 
fies  the  sense  of  sight  as  the  Instrument  for 
gaining  knowledge.  We  are  not  going  to  enter 
into  any  argument  with  these  wise  men  as  to 
the  relative  value  of  sight  and  hearing,  but  we 
do  Insist  that  the  religious  value  of  hearing  is 
at  least  first  in  time  as  one  acquires  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  Ood.  It  would  be  interesting  to  trace 
this  matter  with  a  concordance  and  references 
In  your  study  of  the  Bible.  But  there  Is  not 
space  tor  It  here.  A  few  pivotal  passages  must 
suffice  for  our  purpose. 

Put  the  emphasis  in  your  reading  now  on  the 
word  "hear"  in  some  such  passages  as  these. 
Take  for  example  the  one  at  the  head  of  this 
article:  "They  that  hear  shall  live."  Jesus  In 
the  fifth  chapter  of  John  is  answering  the  Jews 
who  objected  to  his  exalted  claims  of  divine 
sonshlp.  Instead  of  softening  It  down  and  ex¬ 
plaining  it  away  as  In  any  sense  a  figure  of 
speech  he  advances  the  claim  to  be  honored 
equally  with  the  Father,  and  be  proposes  to 
make  good  his  pretension  by  saying,  He  that 
heareth  my  word  and  believeth  on  him  that  sent 
me,  hath  eternal  life  and  shall  not  come  Into 
Judgement..  With  solemn  emphalses  he  says. 
The  hour  eometh  and  now  Is  when  the  dead 
shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of  Ood.  and 
they  that  hear  shall  live."  The  whole  result 
hinges  upon  hearing. 

It  is  like  the  passage  in  Romans  which  says: 
"Faith  eometh  by  hearing,"  or  it  takes  you 
back  to  Isaiah,  who  said  "Hear  and  thy  soul 
shall  live.”  The  awakening  to  life  comes  with 
the  trumpet  sound  of  the  word  of  Ood.  As 
men  asleep  are  wakened  by  calling,  so  men  dead 
In  sin  are  summoned  to  life  by  the  voice  of 
God  la  his  word.  How  shall  they  believe  In  Him 
of  whom  they  have  not  beard?  We  must  bring 
men  to  hear  the  gospel.  We  must  carry  the  gos¬ 
pel  message  to  them  who  will  not  come. 

But  men  to  whom  the  word  is  preached  must 
bear  In  mind  that  there  are  two  kinds  of  hear¬ 
ing.  One  is  merely  with  the  ear  and  the  other 
is  with  the  understanding.  In  one  place  we  are 
told  that  those  with  Saul  of  Tarsus  heard  the 
voice  as  he  neared  Damascus.  In  another  place 
we  are  told  that  they  did  not  hear  it.  They 
were  conscious  of  the  noise,  but  did  not  get  Its 
meaning.  Many  a  man  hears  a  sermon,  and  yet 
he  does  not  hear  It.  He  must  like  Lydia  "attend 
unto  the  things  that  are  spoken."  It  is  one  thing 
simply  to  hear,  another  to  hearken.  They  that 
hearken  (margin  of  Am.  Rev.) — they  that 
hearken  shall  live."

EDITORIAL. 

KKHJ’EAHE  MISREPRESENTS 
•  I  BAPTISTS. 


THE  PERSON  IS  FINAL 


Christianity  is  strongly  and  characteristically 
lndlviduaUstic.  Other  systems  may  put  emphas¬ 
is  on  the  race,  or  nation,  or  state  or  family, 
but  the  religion  of  Jesus  begins  with  the  mau 
and  ends  with  the  man.  The  '"every  creature,’ 
and  the  "whosoever"  single  out  the  individual 
and  address  the  gospel  message  to  him.  When 
It  comes  to  the  matter  of  salvation,  or  to  tue 
matter  of  Christian  duty,  each  one  must  de¬ 
cide  and  act  for  himself.  There  is  no  Intervene 
lng  person  or  Institution  which  convey  the  new 
life  to  or  prevent  its  attainment  by  any  soul 
which  come  to  Ood.  This  Is  a  scripture  teaching 
which  we  cannot  afford  to  forget  or  minimise. 

It  is  true  that  much  is  being  said  today  about 
a  social  gosepl,  a  message  that  puts  the  em¬ 
phasis  upon  our  obligation  to  man  and  our 
relationship  to  one  another.  We  ought  to  wel¬ 
come  anything  that  helps  us  to  a  fuller  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  purpose  and  program  of  Jesus;  that 
enables  us  to  understand  the  Implications  BuU 
applications  of  his  teaching  to  modern  condi¬ 
tions  in  society  and  business  and  government, 
in  labor  and  capital,  obligations  to  the  poor  and 
the  duties  of  wealth.  Modern  conditions  will 
help  us  better  to  understand  and  interpret 
Jesus.  His  spirit  and  his  truth  are  eternally 
peeded  and  applicable. 

But  when  all  this  is  said,  If  we  forget  the 
Individual  In  the  mass  we  have  no  real  Christian 
compassion  or  motive.  A  man  who  thinks  he  is 
a  philanthropist  because  he  talks  about  better¬ 
ing  conditions  or  even  gives  money  to  better 
them,  when  the  care  of  an  individual  makes 
no  appeal  to  him  or  elicits  no  concern.  Is  simpiy 
deceiving  himself.  He  is  In  the  case  of  the  mau 
of  whom  Paul  says,  "Though  I  bestow  all  my 
goods  to  feed  the  poor,  and  though  1  give  my 
body  that  I  may  boast,  and  have  not  love.  It 
profiteth  me  nothing."  The  only  right  purpose 
In  Improving  conditions  Is  that  the  individual 
may  come  to  be  what  Ood  wanted  him  to  be. 

This  -brings  us  to  the  scriptures  we  had  in 
mind.  (The  introduction  is  all  that  we  ever  have 
space  for  In  these  columns.)  Paul  puts  it  as  the 
objective  of  all  grace  and  the  end  of  all  effort 

that  "we  all  attain . unto  a  full  grown  man, 

unto  the  measure  of  the  statue  of  the  fulness 
of  Christ."  All  corporate  associations,  all  fellow¬ 
ship  in  the  body  and  service  of  Christ,  all  col¬ 
lective  and  united  plans,  for  the  uplift  of  men 
by  the  churches  or  by  any  Institution  which  has 
imbided  something  of  the  Spirit  of  Jesus,  If 
they  succeed,  must  have  as  their  aim  the  perfec¬ 
tion  of  the  Individual  man.  All  else  is  subsidiary 
and  contributory  to  this,  that  the  person  may 
reproduce  the  image  of  God.  When  we  lose 
sight  of  this  we  lose  connection  with  the  origi¬

THE  BAPTIST  BEOOID 

Dr,  H.  M.  King,  pastor  of  the  Second  Church, 
Jackson  has  been  asked  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Hospital  to  give  his 
whole  time  to  superintend  the  Institution  and  to 
raise  the  amount  needed  for  enlargement  and 
equipment.  He  is  a  man  equal  to  a  great  task  and 
none  could  be  found  who  would  aeeure  more 
readily  and  unanimously  the  cordial  support  of 
everybody  In  the  State.  His  church  Is  unwilling 
to  give  him  up,  but  an  arrangement  will  prob¬ 
ably  be  made  to  give  him  a  leave  of  absence  for 
sufficient  time  to  finish  the  special  campaign. 


The  United  States  Senate  last  week  passed  a 
resolution  expresslg  sympathy  with  those  who  are 
seeking  Irish  Independence  and  asking  that  the 
representatives  of  the  so-called  Republic  of  Ire¬ 
land  be  permitted  to  present  their  plea  to  the 
Peace  Conference  In  Paris.  We  were  glad  to  see 
that  Senator  Williams  had  the  backbone  to  vote 
against  it  It.  Is  as  If  the  British  Parliament 
should  pass  a  resolution  expressing  the  wish  that 
Indians  In  the  United  States  should  be  made  into 
an  Independence  government.  If  Congress  would 
spend  Its  time  attending  to  Its  own  business  the 
country  would  fare  better,  and  we  would  not 
draw  upon  us  the  resentment  of  people  whose  af¬ 
fairs  we  now  meddle  In. 


Dr.  W.  J.  McOlothin,  we  hear,  has  declined  the 
position  of  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Education 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and 
has  accepted  the  presidency  of  Mercer  Univers¬ 
ity,  Greenville,  S.  C.  It  will  be  s  matter  of  re¬ 
gret  to  all  except  South  Carolina  that  he  will 
not  be  at  the  head  of  the  new  Education  Board. 
His  going  Is  a  great  loss  to  the  Seminary  as  he 
had  come  to  be  recognled  as  one  of  the  greatest 
teachers  and  most  sought  after  lecturers  among 
Southern  Baptists.  The  Education  Board  meets 
next  week  In  Birmingham  and  will  have  to  per- 
fect  an  organlatlon  and  look  out  for  a  secretary. 
Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence,  Rev.  H.  L.  Martin.  Dra. 
W.  A.  Borum  and  Zeno  Wall  are  In  Atlanta  this 
week  attending  the  meeting  of  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  and  the  committee  on  the  big  cam¬ 
paign. 


The  Survey  Committee  of  the  Northern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  reported:  "Our  greatest  hind¬ 
rance  to  advance  today  is  that  we  are  not  reach¬ 
ing  our  constituency.  They  know  little  about 
w’hat  the  demontnstlon  Is  doing.  We  have  no  way 
getting  the  facts  before  them."  In  other  words 
the  problem  Is  that  of  putting  the  denomina¬ 
tional  paper  In  the  homes  of  the  people.  And  they 
propose  to  remedy  this  by  having  a  denomina¬ 
tionally  owned  weekly  paper.  They  say  that  the 
money  Is  available  for  this  purpose.  Certainly 
the  key  to  all  progress  In  our  work  is  the  circu¬ 
lation  of  a  good  paper,  and  some  of  our  people 
are  beginning  to  awake  to  this  fact.  The  same 
amount  spent  In  any  atate  for  getting  the  paper 
Into  the  homes  which  Is  now  spent  In  enlist¬ 
ment  work  will  bring  forth  five  times  the  benefit 
to  every  denominational  enterprise. 


The  American  Baptist  Publication  Society  has 
under  consideration  a  great  denominationally- 
owned  paper  for  the  whole  of  the  Northern  Bap¬ 
tist  convention,  and  the  matter  will  probably  be 
brought  before  that  body  In  Denver.  Its  plan  was 
to  absorb  all  the  present  papers  In  that  territory. 
The  Watchman  Examiner  refused  to  consent  to 
the  arrangement  and  gives  Its  reasons  thus;  1. 
The  territory  is  too  large.  2.  It  will  not  succeed 
financially  or  In  Its  advocacy  of  the  work  done 
by  the  convention.  2.  It  would  Imperil  the  unity 
of  the  denomination  either  by  Its  espousing  cer¬ 
tain  divisive  doctrines  or  fall  by  being  neutral. 
To  ovfr  way  of  thinking  there  Is  nothing  that  can 
take  the  place  of  the  state  paper,  which  repre¬ 
sents  both  local  and  general  Interests.  The 
"  klcbman  Examiner  does'  not  propose  to  sur¬ 
render  the  Held,  and  we  hope  It  will  continue  to 
fulfill  its  high  mission. 


The  Committee  on  the  176,000,000  program 
which  met  in  Atlanta  .last  week  divided  this  up 
among  the  various  states  snd  assigned  93,600,000 
to  Mississippi  Baptists.  This  Is  somewhat  less 
than  we  anticipated,  but  will  mean  nearly  three 
times  amount  reported  last  yesr  or  9700,000  a 
year  for  the  next  five  years.  Of  the  total  for  the 
whole  8outh  for  the  next  five  years,  920,000,300 
Is  to  be  given  for  Education;  920.000,000  for 
Foreign  Missions  and  912,000,000  for  Home  Mis¬ 
sions.  The  other  is  divided  amoqg  hospitals,  old 
preachers  snd  orphanages.  The  Committee  will 
have  hedquarters  In  Nashville,  and  Dr.  L.  R. 
Scarborough  has  been  asked  to  take  charge  of 
the  campaign.  Elsewhere  you  will  read  of 
his  acceptance.  The  plan  Is  to  take  subscriptions 
at  one  time  for  the  whole  five  year  period,  but 
this  may  be  modified  to  suit  local  conditions.

Out  of  1*5  sub¬ 
scribers  to  the  budget,  170  made  offerings  dur¬ 
ing  the  month.  This  too  with  the  pastor  absent 
two  Sundays  during  the  month. 

The  pastor  has  given  me  permission  to  quote 
the  remark  he  made  to  me  the  afternoon  I  reach¬ 
ed  Durant  to  assist  In  putting  on  the  budget.  He 
said;  "If  you  put  the  budget  on  in  Durynt  I 
will  give  you  a  certificate  of  proficiency.  I  will 
know  then  that  you  can  put  it  on  anywhere." 

It  seems  that  the  experience  of  the  church  In 
Its  financial  methods  heretofore  fully  Justified 
any  trepidation  the  pastor  may  have  had.  I  will 
say  that  I  never  met  with  a  more  delightful  re¬ 
sponse  than  was  given  to  my  efforts  to  assist  this 
church  in  settling  iU  financial  worries.  They 
put  on  an  adequate  budget,  with  $2,0000  for 
pastor's  salary,  and  then  over-subscribed  the  en¬ 
tire  budget  by  $1,000.00. 


If  the  Baptists  of  the  South  fall  to  give  the 
$75,000,000  during  the  next  five  years  It  will  be 
because  of  a  faithless  leadership.  The  people  will 
give  the  money  if  they  are  taught  to  do  it  and 
led  to  do  it.

THE  HOW  OF  AN  A-l  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  IN 
THE  FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH.  WINONA 
MISSISSIPPI 

In  1906  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Winona. 
Miss.,  elected  me  to  the  office  of  Superintendent 
of  the  Sunday  School.  I  asked  for  two  weeks  to 
pray  over  the  matter,  and  asked  that  the  church 
members  unite  with  me  that  the  will  of  the 
Lord  be  done. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  two  weeks  1  was  im¬ 
pressed  that  the  Lord  was  directing  and  accept¬ 
ed  the  work. 

I  begun  at  once  to  pray  for  light  and  guidance, 
and  to  plan  for  the  development  of  the  Sunday 
School.  Thus  I  was  led  as  a  business  man,  under 
God.  to  a  conclous  realization  of  the  fact  that  the 
Kingdom  work  of  God  was  the  most  stupendous 
business  proposition  in  all  the  world,  therefore 
required,  and  must  have  the  very  best  business 
principles  applied  to  it,  if  we  dared  hope  for  any 
measure  of  success. 

As  a  business  man  I  was  never  wiling  to  line 
up  with  a  thing  that  rankbd  as  a  second-class 
affair.  So  with  an  Inspiration  and  an  enthusiasm, 
born  of  God,  my  ambition  was  fired  with  a  de¬ 
termination  to  make  the  8unday  School  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Winona,  Miss.,  rank 
among  the  very  best  within  the  bounds  of  the 
great  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

My  first  step  was  to  take  an  Inventory  of  the 
department  of  the  Kingdom  work,  or  specific 
business,  over  which  I  had  been  made  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Manager.  Thus  I  gained  an  accurate  know¬ 
ledge  of  its  needs,  which  were  prayerfully  and 
tactfully  taken  care  of  in  a  practical  business 
way.  , 

The  Sunday  School  was  thoroughly  organised. 
Clean,  tactful,  consecrated  men  and  women. 
(Christian  men  and  women)  chosen  of  God.  were 
selected  for  the  officers  and  teachers  an<f  lead¬ 
ers,  as  far  as  the  pastor  and  myself  could  see. 
for  we  tried  to  seek  and  feel  for  the  Guiding 
Hand  of  God's  Holy  8plrlt  every  step  of  the  way. 

However,  In  order  to  be  sure  of  my  ground. 

I  made  the  following  statement  from  the  Super¬ 
intendent's  platform:  "In  the  event  we  have 
made  an  unfortunate  mistake  and  selected  some 
one  for  an  officer  or  teacher,  who  cannot  measure 
up.  or  who  will  not  Itrlve,  under  God,  to  give 
the  very  best  there  Is  in  you  to  the  successful 
prosecution  of  the  work  assigned  you.  I  ask  that 
you  kindly  cdme  to  me  at  the  dose  of  this  ses¬ 
sion  and  tell  me  so.  And  I  will  excuse  you.  In 
the  event  you  do  not  do  so,  and  later  on  the  fact 
develops  that  we  have  such  an  one  among  our 
official  force,  I  am  going  to  be  man  enough  to 
come  and  tell  you  so  and  ask  for  your  resigna¬ 
tion.  This  Is  no  place  for  sentimentalism.  It  Is 
the  great  Kingdom  work  of  God  and  must  not  be 
trifled  with.  I  mean  this  kindly,  but  positively.” 

Now  my  good  reader,  please  do  not  miscon¬ 
strue  me  Just  here.  Any  superintendent,  who  is 
so  arrogant  as  to  assume  a  "czar-like”  attitude 
and  try  to  domineer  ov«r  and  drive  bis  forces. 

Is  indeed  a  sad  misfit,  and  should  have  an  intro¬ 
duction  to  tbs  back  door  of  the  building.

I  at  once  formulated  a  plan  fbr  the  financing 
of  this  specific  work,  baaed  upon  I  Car  If  t 
I  then  Invented  or  designed  a  Record  book,  with 
class  envelopes  and  selected  a  Loose  Last  Class 
book  to  harmonise  with  the  plan. 

In  presenting  this  plan  to  the  Worker  s  l  oss 
cil.  1  stated  that  so  long  as  1  was  the  eeperta 
tendent  of  the  Sfaday  School  there  should  aevor 
be  another  financial  obligation  voted  upon  it 
for  any  purpose  whatever  And  thorn  never  haa 
been  from  that  dty  to  this 

Three  of  the  teachers  objected  to  my  plan, 
giving  as  their  reason  that  "both  children  and 
some  adults  would  be  driven  away  by  this  can 
sunt  cry  for  money  every  Sunday.  That  a  Sun 
day  School  was  not  a  money-getting  Instliution  " 

1  replied;  "1  have  Bo  desire  or  Intention  to 
make  the  8unday  School  a  'money-getting  Insti¬ 
tution.'  but  hope  and  pray  that  It  may  benome  a 
mighty  power  for  winning  souls  to  Jsens  ‘lit1 
He  may  save  them." 

“As  to  this  money  question.  Ood  has  given 
us  a  plan  for  the  financing  of  Ills  Kingdom  work 
in  this  world,  and  ths  plan  I  am  offering  you  la 
based  upon  I  Cor.  If:  2.”  I  then  read  the  pass 
age  of  Scripture  to  them  the  ptyn  was  adopt 
ed.  I  assured  them  that  they  would  hear  very 
little  from  me  from  the  superintendent  a  platform 
about  money.  That  1  sxepected  them  U  be  lead¬ 
ers.  as  well  as  teachers,  and  lead  their  forces  for 
the  glory  of  God  "In  every  good  word  end  work  " 
The  plan  worked  beautifully  and  la  a  short 
while  we  had  paid  off  every  obligation  and  had 
money  in  the  treasury,  and  It  has  never  been 
empty  from  that  good  day  to  this.  Our  offerings 
through  the  Sunday  School  have  been  from  |f.o« 
to  $900  annually  aver  since  the  plan  was  adopted 
Another  fact  that  has  meant  a  great  deal  ta 
the  building  up  of  our  Suuday  School,  1  have 
always  made  It  a  practice  to  use  every  availably 
man,  woman  and  child  where  It  was  possible  for 
me  to  do  no.  The  more  people  you  tie  on  In  this 
way.  the  more  Interest  and  enthusiasm  yon 
create. 

The  superintendent's  program  Is  a  matter  of 
vlUl  Importance.  The  superintendent  who  does 
not  have  a  carefully,  prayerfully  plaaoed  pro¬ 
gram  for  every  8unday  morning  la  a  misfit,  and 
should  resign,  unless,  he  Is  willing  U>  take  Iks 
time  necessary  to  study  this  feature  of  the  work, 
and  learn  how  to  plan  a  live  program 

I  have  never  gone  before  our  school  without  a 
prepared  program,  typewritten,  and  mapped  oat 
on  a  schedule  by  the  dock.  l  am  a  traveling  —I— 
man.  and  have  been  on  the  road  for  the  peat  Ik 
years.  ' 

I  ride  day  trains  and  I  ride  night  trains,  la 
cold  weather  and  In  hot  weather,  la  wet  weather 
and  In  dry  weather  I  work  early  and  I  work 
late,  then  I  work  between  Upon,  yet  1  have  al¬ 
ways  found  time  enough  to  give  from  6  to  8 
10  hours  each  week  to  the  preparation  of  my 
program  for  the  Sunday  School.  After  my  days 
work  Is  finished.  Instead  of  sitting  around  hotel 
lobbies,  talking  politics,  or  listening  to  some 
fellow  spin  out  a  lot  of  vile  talk  or  dirty  yams. 

I  go  to  my  room,  and  with  my  Bible  and  helps 
work  on  my  program. 

In  planning  these  programs  I  strive  to  mahs 
every  step  lead  up  to.  or  emphasise  some  one 
great  Jrulh  in  the  ieasoa  for  the  day  I  always 
make  the  opening  devotional  and  the  closing 
evangelistic,  and  require  every  depart  mem  of  the 
school,  from  the  Primary  up,  to  r— ms  to  the  mala 
auditorium  for  the  closing.  Just  s  short  while 
ayo  It  was  my  supreme  Joy  to  see  nine  boys,  an 
entire  clam  In  the  Junior  Department,  come  down 
to  the  front  and  surrender  their  young  lives  to 
Jeans.

I  wish  you  could  hear  them, 
you  too.  would  be  proud  of  them.  Six  of  the  girls 
study  at  the  hospital  (two  each  day),  how  to 
care  for  the  sick  and  afflicted.  They  help  tbp 
'doctors  apply  the  medicines  to  the  various  skin, 
diseases.  The  Chinese  doctors  lectures  once  each 
week  to  them  and  help  them  study  a  simple  book 
on  nursing.  You  would  be  surprised  how  much 
this  helps  in  our  school.  Each  week  two  of  these 
girls  have  oversight  of  all  ailments  at  the  school. 
Now  this  is  outside  of  their  regular  study.  We 
nearly  work  them  to  death,  but  they  love  It 
Two  help  at  the  children's  meetings  also.  On 
Friday  we  have  ^the  evangelistic  meeting  at  the 
school.  The  girls  pray  for  the  Individual  women 
who  come,  we  are  encouraging  every  one  to  be 
strongly  evangelistic.  They  like  It!  Oh,  yes,  I 
found  out  this  week  that  the  girls  have  their 
very  own  service*,  where  each  one  takes  part  on 
Sunday  afternoons  after  we  return  from  Church. 
As  a  result  we  have  had  16  baptisms  since  this 
time  last  spring  Just  among  the  students  besides 
others  outside.  Our  one  slm  Is  to  give  the  mes¬ 
sage  first  and  then  help  the  converts  to  grow  in 
grace  and  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

It  Is  truly  blessed  to  try  to  meet  such  demands. 
Pray  that  we  ms iy  always  desire  such. 

Our  Christian  families  are  now  all  trying  to 
get  their  girls  In  school.  We  have  about  ten  ap¬ 
plications.  but  each  one  wants  a  little  help  and 
we  are  helping  as  many  as  we  have  the  money 
for.  The  average  Chinese  man  cannot  feed,,  clothe 
and  educate  his  children,  for  the  average  salaries 
are  generally  between  #6.00  and  $15.00  Mex. 
per  month  which  is  about  4  or  12  gold.  If  we

expect  to  develop  Christian  churches  we  must 
take  the  children  of  the  Christians  and  others  and 
give  them  Christian  education.  We  must  out  of 
this  nupber  train  leaders. 

So  you  see  my  present  aim  is  to  teach  the 
children  that  the  Ood  who  created  them  and  all 
things  also  made  a  plan  to  save  their  souls  and 
wants  them  to  worship  Him  Instead  of  Idols  and 
ancestors.  Along  with  this  we  are  trying  to  In¬ 
terest  every  Christian  In  soul  winning.  We  have 
a  missionary  society,  22  were  present  yesterdaj 
Some  of  the  older  girls  are  members  end  take 
part  nicely,  better  than  the  women  for  they  can 
read  better. 

My  work  is  all  I  know  and  must  needs  write 
about  It  most. 

We  have  Just  heard  that  a  Miss  Reba  Cloud 
Steward  has  arrived  to  take  charge  of  the  school 
at  Wuchow.  We  are  glad  because  they  needed 
someone.  I  come  next  In  the  list  of  needs,  of 
rather  I  should  say  “we.”  I  was  thinking  of  a 
companion  worker.  I  tell  you  It  Is  hard  to  work 
alone  In  this  China  land.  Miss  Shumate  needs  a 
companion  worker  too.  I  believe  Christ's  method 
of  sending  by  twos  was  excellent. 

The  Board  granted  us  $1,000  Mex.  for  a  small  * 
building.  It  Is  nearly  finished  and  we  are  to  move 
next  week.  My  woman's  school  moved  Into  a 
separate  building  yesterday.  They  have  all  been 
together  ijntll  now.  It  Is  best  to  have  them  separ¬ 
ate  and  the  new  building  will  only  accomodate 
the  girls.  You  would  be  surprised  though  to  see 
how  much  we  have  for  our  $1,000,  we  are  real 
proud.  Only  we  know  that  It  will  not  be  large 
enough  even  next  year.  How  we  do  thank  Ood 
for  answering  our  prayers. 

Do  please  write  a  word  or  two  and  say  that 
you  still  love  me  a  little.  My  love  for  you  Is  so 
strong  that  I  miss  you  all  the  time.

art  of  the  American  government  In 
returning  to  China  about  ten  millions 
of  the  Boxer  Indemnity  to  be  used 
in  the  education  of  Chinese  students 
In  American  colleges. 

In  the  fall  of  1907,  a  few  months 
after  the  closing  of  our  famine  work 
In  June,  the  Chinese  had  an  unex¬ 
pected  opportunity  to  express  their 
feeling  both  in  an  official  and  popu¬ 
lar  manner.  Mr.  Wm.  Howard  Taft, 
at  that  time  Secretary  of  War,  pass¬ 
ed  through  Shanghai  on  his  way  to 
Manila,  the  capltol  of  the  Philippine 
Islands.  He  was  accompanied  by 
President  Roosevelt’s  daughter,  Alice, 
now  Mrs.  Longworth  and  a  party  of 
Congressmen  and  their  wives. 

The  Chinese  officials  and  mer¬ 
chants  in  Shanghai  gave  Mr.  Taft 
and  his  party  a  truly  royal  welcome. 
No  people  on  earth  can  excel  the 
Chinese  in  doing  the  proper  and 
courteous  thing  in  the  right  manner. 
For  countless  ages  they  have  made 
etiquette  one  of  their  chief  studies. 
They  know  how  to  do  the  right  thing 
at  the  right  time  in  the  right  manner 
on  every  possible  occasion,  whether 
it  be  at  a  wedding,  a  funeral,  the 
Ijlrth  of  a  child,  the  coming  or  going 
of  a  friend,  or  whatever  the  event 
may  be. 

They  gave  a  wonderful  garden 
party  to  Mr.  Taft  and  his  friends.  It 
was  held  in  the  beautiful  grounds  of  a 
Chinese  millionaire.  For  the  first 
time  in  history  of  China  the  Chin¬ 
ese  ladles  were  permitted  to  appear  i 
in  public  to  meet  the  American  ladles.

time  in  October,  1904.  It  was  during 
the  following  winter  that  we  had  our 
first  thrilling  experience  as  mission¬ 
aries.  As  a  result  of  the  renewal  of 
the  Exclusion  Law,  which  forbids 
the  entrance  of  Chinese  laborers  into 
the  United  States,  the  Chinese  people 
became  very  bitter  against  the.  Amer¬ 
ican  government  and  people.  They 
said  they  did  not  disapprove  of  the 
law  itself  so  much  as  they  resented 
the  harsh  and  often  cruel  manner 
In  which  it  was  enforced  by  the  Amer¬ 
ican  immigration  officials. 

It  was  only  four  years  after  the 
great  Boxer  Uprising  which  had 
brought  death  to  hundreds  of  for¬ 
eigners  and  thousands  of  Chinese 
Christians.

There  was  still  much 
of  unrest  and  anger  in  the  minds  of 
the  Chinese  people.  The  Chinese  along 
the  Yangtse  River  had  always  been 
noted  for  their  turbulence  and  antl- 
forelgn  feeling.  There  had  been 
many  antl-forelgn  riots  In  the  past. 
In  one  of  these  riots  at  Chlnkiang, 
the  city  where  we  were  living,  a  mob 
had  destroyed  all  our  Baptist  Mis¬ 
sion  property  and  many  other  foreign 
buildings. 

As  a  result  of  the  renewal  of  the 
Exclusion  Law  at  this  time,  the  Chin¬ 
ese  guilds,  which  correspond  to  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  In  America, 
had  organised  an  Anti-American

built  up  a  splendid  trade  with  China, 
amounting  to  many  tens  of  millions 
every  year,  especially  In  kerosene, 
cotton  goods,  flour  and  machinery. 
The  powerful  Chinese  guilds  struck 
at  this  trade.  By  simply  refusing  to 
buy  all  products  made  in  America 
the  blow  they  struck  was  a  hard  one 
and  American  trade  in  China  tell  off 
many  millions  In  a  few  months.  The 
elites  of  Qhina  were  placarded  with 
lurid  and  bitter  anti-American  post¬ 
ers  and  cartoona.  Feeling  ran  high 
and  It  was  feared  that  there  might 
be  another  series  of  anti-foreign  riots. 
The  tension  was  only  relieved  when 
President  Roosevelt  assured  the  Chin¬ 
ese  government  that  he  had  Issued 
strict  orders  to  the  American  Immi¬ 
gration  officials  to  rescind  the  harsh 
measures  to  which  the  Chinese  ob¬ 
jected.  In  the  hundred  years  of  dip¬ 
lomatic  relations  between  the  United 
States  and  China  this  is  the  only 
serious  breach  that  has  ever  occurred 
in  their  friendship. 

The  end  of  the  boycott  came  in  the 
summer  of  1905.  It  was  during  the 
summer  of  the.  following  year.  1906, 
that  the  great  flood  destroyed  the 
crops  of  the  people  and  caused  the 
awful  famine  about  which  I  have 
been  writing  lm  thpse  stories.  If  you 
have  read  them  you  are  familiar  with 
the  story  of  how  the  American  mis¬ 
sionaries  saved  the  lives  of  at  least 
one  million  Chinese  peasants.  The 
money  and  food  which  enabled  them 
to  do  thl^  were  given  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  people  and  the  American  govern¬ 
ment*  rendered  great  aid  in  forward- 


decorations, - 
rich  and  abun¬ 
dant  refreshments.  Chinese  officials 
and  gentry  and  their  ladies,  both 
sexes,  dressed  In  exquisite  satin  and 
silk  gowns.  Foreign  and  Chinese 
bands  furnished  music  and  Chinese 
theatricals  furnished  amusement  for 
the  thronging  crowds.  Cordial 
speeches  of  welcome  were  made  by 
prominent  Chinese  officials  and  mer¬ 
chants,  and  gratitude  was  expressed 
tor  America's  friendship  to  China. 

Later,  In  speaking  to  foreigners 
about  this  the  most  cordial  and  re¬ 
markable  reception  ever  given  by  the 
Chinese  to  a  foreign  official.  Mr.  Taft 
referred  to  the  boycott  of  two  years 
before  and  said  it  was  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  reversals  of  public  opin¬ 
ion  he  had  ever  seen.  He  attributed 
the  change  to  two  recent  events,  the 
return  of  the  Boxer  Indemnity  and 
the  wonderful  work  of  the  mission¬ 
aries  in  saving  so  many  lives  in  the  re¬ 
cent  famine. 

This  incident  furnishes  an  Illustra¬ 
tion,  of  which  there  are  many,  of 
how  the  work  of  the  missionary  In 
winning  the  friendship  of  the  natives 
makes  the  task  of  the  diplomat  an 
easier  one  and  opens  the  way  for  the 
merchant  and  his  trade.

Careless  translations  of  Gennao" 
and  other  words  translated  begat,  be¬ 
get.  begot,  begotten,  and  born,  have 
caused  much  confusion  and  doubtless 
much  halting  and  stumbling.  "GeA- 
nao"  is  the  common  word  for  both  to 
beget  and  to  be  born,  therefore  should 
generally  be  translated  begat,  beget, 
or  begotten  if  reference  is  to  the 
father,  aud  born  it  the  mother  is  re- 
fered  to,  or  if  the  conditions  like  a 
birth  are  meant. 

John  1:13  speaks  ot  tnose  wno  be¬ 
lieve  In  Christ  as  having  been  born  of 
God,  yet  God  is  everywhere  spoken  of 
as  Father.  We  know  that  in  actual 
fact  the  father  begets  and  the  mother 
boms  or  brings  forth  that  which  was 
r  recently  sold  begotten.  In  Matthew  1:16  we  have 
Aspirin  is  tin  these  facta  clearly  set  forth.  The  text

In  'John  3:3  and  7  it  would  be 
hard  to  determine  which  word  should 
be  used,  begotten  or  born.  It  may  be 
that  the  entire  process  from  genera¬ 
tion  to  manfestatlon  is  couched  in  the 
i  term  renedered  born.  The  begetting 
I  work  of  the  Father,  God.  is  absolute¬ 
ly  necessary  before  there  can  be  a 
bringing  forth  of  one  called  a  child 
of  God.  But  since  Nicodemus  had 
come  to  Jesus  for  help  of  some  kind 
it  is  presumable  that  the  begetting 
work  of  God  had  already  begotten 
the  elements  of  the  new  being  within 
the  soul  of  Inquirer.  That  would  seem 
to  be  true  since  he  came  for  light. 
If  so  the  word  born  here  (from 
gennetheal)  was  the  right  word  to 
use.  and  meant  that  he  must  be 
brought  out  ot  darkness  into  light, 
out  of  bondage  into  liberty,  out  of 
the  natural  state  in  sin  into  the 
spiritual  state  in  Christ,  and  into  the 
relationship  of  God  s  child,  through 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth  and  faith 
in  Christ  Jesus. 

It  is  clear  that  regeneration  is  a 
complete  transformation,  beginning 
with  the  first  movings  of  conscience 
and  ending  with  faith  in  Christ.  It 
la  also  clear  that  in  this  great,  spirit¬ 
ual  renewing  God  uses  both  men  and 
means  as  instruments  to  accomplish 
the  work  to  be  done.  In  I  Corinthians 
4: IS.  Paul  refers  to  himself  as  fa¬ 
ther  of  the  Corinthians,  and  as  hav¬ 
ing  begotten  (egennesa)  them

No  human  birth  was  ever  pro¬ 
duced  with  Instrumentality,  and  It  Is 
certain  that  God  uses  both  men  and 
means  as  Instrumentalities  in  bet- 
getting  in  the  human  soul  the  new 
life,  and  In  bringing  the  new  begotten 
being  to  birth  through  faith  In  Christ. 
We  do  need  to  talk  to  the  sinner  so 
much  about  he  must  be  born  again 
as  we  need  to  present  to  him  the 
mighty  truths  of  God  about  sin  and 
salavtion.  and  righteousness  and  God. 

I  have  heard  numbers  of  sermons  on
